TIIE VALUE OF FIDELITY 
Th e trend of modern p sy ch ology seems to be 
I toward accep tance of th e th eory th at man is th e 
p roduct of circumstances. 
Learned men insist 
th at we are moulded by our env ironment to such 
an ex tent th a t our old concep t of free will must 
be altered; some of th em, in fact, go so far as to 
declare th a t man is a simp le mach ine, h elp less in 
th e h ands of h is surroundings. 
Th at p h ilosop h y is not a p leasant one, alth ough 
it does serv e to ex cuse all m anner of failure and 
self-indulgence. 
Th e man wh o h as made 
a 
botch of h is life, indeed, can h ardly be blamed 
for clutch ing at th e ch ance to free h imself of all 
blame. Yet it h ardly seems a worth y creed for a 
man wh o feels able to stand on h is own feet. 
Dr. Clarence A. Barbour, p resident of Brown 
Univ ersity , struck a h ealth y wallop at th is 
th eory th e oth er day in an address at Worcester, 
Mass. He gav e a new ex p ression to th e h earten­ 
ing old doctrine th at a man wh o p ossesses enough 
determination and fidelity can h ammer h is way 
th rough in sp ite of outside influences; and one 
or two of th e th ings h e said are worth consider­ 
ing h ere. 
“Our loy alty and fidelity , or our lack of th em, 
determine in large measure th e success or failure 
of oth er lives,” said Dr. Barbour. 
“Ev ery one of 
us carries with h im an atmosp h ere wh ich is de­ 
bilitating or tonic. 
In steady p ersistence to th e 
v ery end we are making only p artial p ay ment on 
a debt wh ich we cannot disch arge in full, a debt 
to h ome, to sch ool, to th e community , to our 
country and to God. 
“It is entirely p ssible to p ossess and to culti­ 
v ate someth ing with in us th at is stronger th an 
circumstance. He is a coward wh o wh ines about 
th e obstacles in h is way . 
Life sh ould be like a 
riv er. Th ere may be eddies h ere and th ere, but 
th e v olume of th e riv er mov es on toward th e sea.” 
Th ere is sound sense in th at; a welcome an ti­ 
dote to th e doleful p h ilosop h y of some of our 
modern p sy ch ologists. 


PUTTING A TRIAL ON THE AIR. 
Sov iet Russia may be, and p robably is, a very 
backward country ; but ev ery so often th e p eop le 
of th at land do someth ing wh ich p rov es th at 
th ey at least h av e ideas. 
Wife-beating h as alway s been a fav orite Rus­ 
sian p astime. 
Husbands and wives alike ac­ 
cep ted it. Th e story is ev en told th at a foreign­ 
er once married a Russian woman and, some 
month s later, found h er mop ing miserably . Be­ 
cause h e did not beat h er up ev ery so often sh e 
felt th at h e did not really love h er. 
But any h ow, th e Russian auth orities at Mos­ 
cow recently decided to break up th is ancient 
p ractice. 
So th ey arrested a wife-beater and 
brough t h im to trial; and — h ere is wh at makes 
us say th ey h av e ideas — th ey h eld th e trial in 
front of a radio microp h one, so th a t any radio 
listener in all th e Russias could tune in on it if 
h e wish ed. 
As it h ap p ened, th e sch eme worked out v ery 
p oorly . 
Th e wife, wh o h ad made th e original 
comp laint against th e erring h usband, h ad a 
ch ange of h eart. Sh e got into court and was p ut 
on th e witness stand — and th en, taking a look 
at th e microp h one, sh e recanted and gav e h er 
sp ouse a clean bill of h ealth , ex p laining th at th e 
bruises on h er body (wh ich th e radio audience 
naturally h ad to take on faith ) h ad been acquir­ 
ed in oth er way s. 
Th e p rosecutor, h owev er, h ad oth er witnesses. 
He summoned neigh bors, wh o told a tale of 
h abitual wife-beating on th e h usband’s p art. So 
th e h usband finally , was conv icted; 
and th e 
judge p romp tly sentenced h im to th ree y ears in 
th e p enitentiary ! 
Sov iet justice, ap p arently , is 
somewh at stern. 
It is not th e sternness of th e sentence, th ough , 
th at we want to call attention to so much as th e 
idea of broadcasting th e trial by radio. Th ere is 
an idea. 
America, one would imagine, ough t to 
go for th at in a big way . Our great criminal trials 
are ex ceedingly p op ular with th e av erage citizen. 
Wh y not p ut th em on th e air? It ough t to boom 
radio sales immensely .

p rolonged 
illness of William Howard Taft 
(.•alls attention to one of th e most 
remarkable comebacks in p ersonal 
p op ularity of wh ich American p o­ 
litical h istory h as any record. 
Taft was giv en an op p ortunity 
th at nev er was giv en to any one 
else. 
After being defeated for re- 
election to th e h igh est p ublic office 
in th e United States, h e turned 
around and p rov ed th at h e coukl fill 
th e nex t h igh est p ost with distinc­ 
tion. 
It was sh own in Taft th at n, man 
of unimp each able integrity and th e 
best of motiv es migh t fail as a 
p olitician and y et reach th e top 
rank in a judicial career. 
In th e 
genera! sorrow ov er th e resigna­ 
tion and illness of th e 'erstwh ile 
ch ief justice, th is fact h as not been 
recalled. 
But ev ery one wh o 
re­ 
members th e Taft administration 
can ap p reciate it v iv idly , and it is 
interesting to recall th at Taft nev er 
wanted to be a p olitician but al­ 
way s did want to be a judge. 
Had the Judicial Mind 
Fortunately for Taft, h e actually 
h ad th e judicial mind and th e judi­ 
cial ability , or h e would be known 
to h istory only as th e man wh o 
h eaded h is p arty into wh at at th e 
time seemed a p ermanently disas­ 
trous break-up and as th e worst 
defeated p resident of th em all. 
It 
turned out th at h e really h ad th e 
“stuff” to make h is own m ark on 
American jurisp rudence by h is p er­ 
sonal activ ities with in th e sy stem. 
He h imself was th e son of a 
judge, Alp h onso Taft, wh o h ad be­ 
come a p olitician to th e ex tent th at 


he was made attorney genera! In 
th e Hay es cabinet. 
It is said th at 
th e fath er regretted Wi Ilia in How­ 
ard Taft’s p reference to; law ov er 
p olitics, wh ich ex p ressed itseil for 
many y ears in h is contentment ai 
a judge and p rofessor of law. 
It 
was as solicitor-general h ere in tilt 
early nineties th at Taft got to kn« » u 
Roosev elt, th en civ il ap rv ne com 
tnissioner, wh o was later to p ush 
h im into p olitics in such a large 
way in sp ite ol' th e fact th at Taft’s 
almost lifelong ambition was to be­ 
come a justice of th e sup reme court 
Roosev elt brough t h im back from 
th e 
Ph ilip p ines 
and 
made 
h im 
secretary of war, and th en, in 19 08 , 
made h im p resident. 
Taft h ad a 
good 
Ph ilip p ine 
record 
and 
h is 
secretary sh ip made no h arsh de­ 
mands on h is ex ecutiv e or p olitical 
abilities. 
In almost no time at all Taft be­ 
gan to p ile up h is unp op ularity as 
p resident. His h onesty and straigh t­ 
forwardness in backing th e Pay ne* 
Aldrich tariff bill may well be com­ 
p ared with th e canniness or timid­ 
ity of President Hoov er in failing 
to ex p ress any op inion on today ’s 
Hawley -Smoot bill, but it may well 
be th at Hoov er h as been con-ciously 
p rofiting from T aft’s fearful ex ­ 
p erience. 
Taft, h owev er, fumbled th e ball 
rep eatedly . He went into th e n o rth ­ 
west to p raise th e Pay ne-Aldrich 
bill wh en th e north west was rav ing 
wild against it and wh en one such 
sp eech aroused an obv iously bad 
reaction h e p ublicly undertook to 
ex cuse h imself by ex p laining th at 
h e h ad “dash ed th e sp eech otf h ur­

Leav ing, with out ex h austing, 
th e subject of drainage, we p ass 
to roads and bridges.

Th is trail was, as th e name 
imp lies, a p ath way th rough th e 
forest, marked by blazing or cut­ 
ting th e bark of th e trees on two 
sides, wh ich serv ed as th e old 
time -finger board.”

tened h imself to a limb, th ey 
formed a ch ain and began a 1 
p endulum mov ement, until th e 
lower one caugh t a bough of th e 
tree on th e op p osite side of th e 
stream, tliUs lorming a susp en- 
j 
sion bridge, ov er wh ich th e restj 
o f tfie tribe passed, wfien the; 


Th e world was awed by Grant's 
“swamp angel,” wh ich th rew a 
sh ell five miles into Rich mond 
but th rilled and h orrified, wh en 
on Easter Sunday 1918 , th e G er­ 
m ans wrecked ch urch es in Paris, 
from a distance of 75 miles kil­ 
ling and wounding h undreds. So 
too with roads and bridges in 
early day s, and many of us liv ­ 
ing, can well remember, th ose in 
use. To make a culv ert th en, logs 
ten or fifteen feet long were p la­ 
ced on each side of a stream, 
th ree -stringers” were laid across 
and slabs or p lanks were used for 
th e floor. Very often th is floor 
was "skidded” out of p lace, a f­ 
ter a rain, by some one crossing 
th e culv ert, with a load, and be­ 
ing too angry to rep lace th e floor, 
th e driv er would v ent h is sp leen, 
on th e road sup erv isor, in lan­ 
guage more emp h atic th an p o­ 
lite and driv e on. Th ose floors 
were seldom nailed and to insure 
safety (?) were p laced below th e 
road grade. Today we find ce­ 
m ent or corrugated iron p ip es 
used. If th e streams were larger 
a kind of "U” sh ap ed casement 
of logs was made, filled in with 
dirt, stone or grav el, forming an 
abutment, on each side of th e 
stream and across th is sp ace 
logs were laid and floored. Th ey 
seldom h ad guard rails and y et, 
it was a rare th ing, in th at age 
of "free booze” to h ear of any ­ 
one driv ing off th e unguarded 
sides. 
Today th ose abutm ents 
are cement, h av e guards and 
h and rails and many motorists, 
foolish ly see h ow h ard th ey can 
h it th em. 
If th e stream was 
wide, th e old sty le was to build 
p iers of log box es, filled with 
grav el or build th em of stone. 
Later wh en th e p ie driv er came, 
th ey 
used 
-Piling,” 
or 
trees 
dressed as a stake and driv en 
into 
th e 
earth , 
up on 
wh ich 
cross h eads were p laced and 
serv ed as sup p orts of each sp an 
of th e bridge. 
Time p assed and th e famous 
Kennedy bridge was all th e rage, 
not only in Rush County , but in 
th e state. Senator A. M. K en­ 
nedy was th e inv entor of th is 
bridge and h is son Emeett L., is 
now th e only surv iv ing member 
of th e "Kennedy Bridge Co." Th e 
bridges just east knd south of 
Rush v ille were built by th em. 
Th e old cov ered bridge at East j 
Hill cemetery , wh en built, land­ 
ed on th e East bank some twenty 
feet south of wh ere th e new 
bridge stands and made a bend i 
in th e road. Th e old abutm ent; 
still stands th ere, as may be 
j 
seen and th e old roadway to th e | 
cemetery . Many stone or cement j 
arch es are found today , in p lace 1 
of th e old wooden bridge. T h e ; 
largest bridge, in Rush county ,! 
is a Kennedy bridge, a t Moscow. j 
We wonder today h ow such Aim- j 
sy structures resisted flood waters i 
th en, wh ile today costly , up -to- j 
date bridg es, are swept away by ’ 


flo o ds, but fo rg et co nditio ns. In 
I8 6 0 this co unty was heav ily 
timbered and the streams co v er­ 
ed with lo g s and driftwo o d. 
In few p laces, were th ere swift 
currents, wh ile today th e timber 
is p ractically gone, th e drifts 
burned or decay ed and swep t 
away . Th e mileage of tile drain, 
flowing into streams, rap idly em ­ 
p ty th eir waters, suddenly swell­ 
ing th e streams, and in many 
p laces undermining th e founda­ 
tions of bridges, causing th em to 
fall. I h av e seen h ollow sy ca­ 
more used as culv erts and foot- 
logs were common. 
Th e Natural bridge, in Virginia 
is a great curiosity , but th e rop e 
bridges, across th e Colorado can­ 
y on, were a wonder of simp licity 
and danger. Wooden bridges are ! 
fastly giv ing way to steel struc- j 
tures and few cov ered bridges re­ 
main, and none now, are found 
on State or National h igh way s, i 
Sensing danger from fire or h old­ 
up s, th ey are taboo. Uncle Joh n

built 
th e 
last 
cov ered 
bridge, across Flat Rock at Smel- 
sser’s mills—now gone, as is th e 1 
builder. 
Each age sees new innov ation | 
and brings ch anges undreamed 
of, ev en by Moth er Sh ip ton. Civil 
engineering is now a science— [ 
not guess work—as sky scrap ers,! 
bridges and tunnels attest. Th ink j 
of beginning on op p osite sides oi 
th e Alp s and uniting a tunnel at 
th e center, op ened in 18 8 4 and 
six and th ree quarter miles long. 
Th e total mileage of roads in th e 
United States is about 2,750,000 
miles, of wh ich 29 0.000 is State 
roads with 170,000 miles surfaced. 
In th e ’60’s, we h ad ox teams 
and carts, h orse and mule drawn, 
narrow tread wagons, with box 
beds, mud roads, corduroy and 
many p romises of Brookv ille and 
Connersv ille trunp ikes, wh ich it 
took y ears to materialize. Th e 
Connersv ille road is not now, and 
nev er h as been, a good road, but 
as State road 44, we may ex p ect 
a road of th e best ty p e. Th e road 
p rop osition is being ov erdone, 
wh ile th e waterlogged farm land 
is 
being 
badly 
neglected. 
A 
drainage corp oration, of Mem­ 
p h is, Tenn., h as a bill p ending,

THE VALUE OF FIDELITY 


The trend of modern psychology seems to be 


toward acceptance of the" theory that man is the 
product of circumstances. Learned men insist 
that we are moulded by our environment to such 
an extent that our old concept of -free will must 
lie altered; some of them, in fact, go so far as to 
declare that man is a simple machine, helpless in 
the hands of his surroundings. 


That philosophy is not a pleasant one, although 


it does serve to excuse all manner of failure and 
self-indulgence. 
The man who has made a 


bbteh of his life, indeed, can hardly be blamed 
for clutching at the chance to free himself of all 
iblame. Yet it hardly seems a worthy creed for a 
man who feels able to stand on his own feet. 


Dr. Clarence A. Barbour, president of Brown 


University, struck a healthy wallop at this 
theory the other day in an address at Worcester, 
Mass. He gave a new expression to the hearten- 
ing .old doctrine that a man who possesses enough 
determination and fidelity can hammer his way 
through in spite of outside influences; and one 
or two <of the things he said are worth consider- 
ing here. 


"Our loyalty and fidelity, or our lack of them, 


determine in large measure the success or failure 
of -other lives," said Dr. Barbour. "Every one of 
us ^carries with him an atmosphere which is de- 
toilitating or tonic. In steady persistence to the 
very end we are making only partial payment on 
a debt which we cannot discharge hi full, a debt 
to home, to school, to the community, to our 
•country and to God. 


"It is entirely pssible to possess and to culti- 


vate something within us that is stronger than 
•circumstance. He is a coward who whines about 
the obstacles in his way. Life should be like a 
river. There may be eddies here and there, but 
the volume of the river moves on toward the sea." 


There is sound sense in that; a welcome anti- 


dote to the doleful philosophy of some of our 
modern psychologists. 


PUTTING A TRIAL ON THE AIR. 


' Soviet Russia may be, and probably is, a verj 
backward country; but every so often the pebpi< 
of that land do something which proves tha; 
they at least have ideas. 


Wife-beating has always been a favorite Rus- 


sian pastime. 
Husbands arid wives alike ac- 


cepted it. The story is even told that a foreign- 
er once married a Russian woman and, some 
months later, found'her moping miserably. Be- 
cause he did not beat her up every so often she 
felt that he did riot really lo've her. 


But anyhow, the Russian authorities at Mos- 


cow recently decided tb break up this ahcienl 
practice. 
So they arrested a wife-beater and 


brought him to trial; arid — here is what make; 
us say they have ideas — they held the trial in 
front of a radio microphone, sb that any radio 
listener in all the Russias could tune in on it if 
he wished. 


As it happened, tlie scheme. worked out very 


poorly. The wife, who had made the original 
complaint against the erring husband, had a 
change of heart. She got into court and was put 
on the witness stand — and then, taking a look 
at the microphone, she recanted and gave her 
spouse a clean bill of health, explaining that the 
bruises on her body (which the radio audience 
naturally had to take on faith) had been acquir- 
ed in other ways. 


The prosecutor, however, had other witnesses. 


He summoned neighbors, who told a tale of 
habitual wife-beating on the husband's part. So 
the husband finally, was convicted; and the 
judge promptly sentenced him to three years ih 
the penitentiary! 
Soviet justice, apparently, is 


somewhat stern. 


It is not the sternness of the sentence, though, 


that we want to call attention to so much as the 
idea of broadcasting- the trial by radio. There is 
an idea. America, one would imagine, ought to 
go for that in a big way. Our gre'at criminal trials 
are exceedingly popular with the average citizen. 
Why not put them on the air? It ought to boom 
radio sales immensely.

if was shown In Taft that n man 


of unimpeachable integrity and the 
best of motives might fail as a 
politician and yet reach the top 
rank in a judicial career. In the 
general sorrow over the resigna- 
tion and illness of the 'erstwhile 
chief justice, this fact has not been 
recalled. 
But everyone who re- 


members the Taft administration 
can appreciate it vividly, and it is- 
interesting to recall that Taft never 
wanted to be a politician but al- 
ways did want to be a judge. 


Had the Judicial Mind 


Fortunately for Taft, he actually 


had the judicial mind and the judi- 
cial ability, or he would be known 
to history only as the man who 
headed his party into what at the 
time seemed a permanently disas- 
trous break-up .and as the worst 
defeated president of them all. It 
turned out that he 'really had the 
"stuff" to make his" own mark on 
American jurisprudence by his per- 
sonal activities within the system. 


He himself was the son of a 


Judge, Alphonso Taft, who had be- 
come a politician to the extent that 


he was made atlorndy general In 
the Hayes r.atinpl. ft is saJd that 
the father re?r£tted Willialn How- 
ard Ta£fs preference for la-a- ovei- 
politics, which expressed itsell tor 
many years in his contentment as 
a judge and professor oi law. fi 
was as solicitor-general here in the 
early nineties that Tah ?oi to know 
Roosevelt, then civil aprvitt com- 
tnissioner, who was later to push 
him into politics in such a largfe 
way in spite of the fact that Tat't's 
almost lifelong ambition was to be- 
come a justice of the supreme court. 


Roosevelt brought him back t'rolii 


the Philippines and made him 
secretary of war, and then, ih 190S. 
made him president. Taft had a 
good Philippine record and his 
secretaryship made no harsh de- 
mands on his executive or political 
abilities. 


In almost no time at all Taft be- 


gan to pile up his unpopularity as 
president. His honesty and straight- 
forwardness in backing the Payhe- 
Aldrich tariff bill may we'll be' com- 
pared with, the canniness or timid- 
ity of President Hoover in failing 
to express any opinion on today's 
Hawley-Smoot bill, but it may well 
be that Hoover has been consciously 
profiting from Taft's fearful' ex- 
perience. 
' Taft. however, fumbled the ball 
repeatedly. He went into the north- 
west to praise the Payne-Aldrich 
bill when the northwest was raving 
wild against it and when one such 
speech aroused an obviously bad 
reaction he publicly undertook to 
excuse himself by- explaining that 
he had "dashed the speech off hur- 
riedly between stations"—which, 
of course, made his plight a hun- 
dred times worse.
